EIGHT DIE IN CHICAGO FIRE 


Seven Firemen, One Civilian Known Killed in Crash 


of Building ; Ruins Searched for More Bodies 


CHICAGO, April 


{BY A. P. NIGHT 
18.—-Seven firemen and an unidentified civilian 


are known to have been killed, several others are injured so badly 
they may die, and a dozen firemen and spectators suffered minor hurts 
when a four-story stone building housing a West Side box factory col- 
lapsed tonight while scores of firemen were battling the fames. The

Greenway, a team contractor. 
After cestroying buildingw on the 
property of Greenway. causing «a 
damage of more than $12,000 and 
coneuming the small residence of 
William Britten, the flames spread 
to the plant of the Gay Engineer- 
ing Company, 2650 Santa Fe 
avenue, damaging the building and 
contents to the extent of $50,000, 
according to firemen. 

So quickly did the ‘ire spread 
that Greenway's efforts to rescue | 
the horses were futile, the animals | 
perishing in the flames. The 
screams of the frantic horses and

A second alarm was turned in 
before the fire was under control. 

Greenway carried no insurance. 
The contractor and his family were 
in their home when the fire was 
discovered.

FALL INTO FLAMES 

The firemen mounted to the 
third floor in an effort to avoid 
flames on the floor above them. As 
the roof started to buckle, firemen 
were ordered from the biazing 
building. Some of them stepped 
to the roof of a building adjoining, 


but about a dozen attempted to 
escape by way of a fire escape, 

Some of these firemen were top- 
pled into the blazing bullding 
when the roof collapsed. carrying 
two floors with it. this being fol- 
lowed by an explosion which sent 
the front wall crashing to —the 
ground, Some of the firemen 
wore thrown clear of the fire by 
the force of the explosion. Others 
pitched headlong into the flames. 

A water tower set up in front 
of the burning bullding was de- 
moliihed by the crashing stone 
and brick and firemen manning 
this instrument and spectators who 
had crowded through the tvlice 
lines were buried under the de- 
bris, several being hurt, although 
it is not believed ary were killed 
by the collapse of the water tow- 
er.

President Questions Need 


for Severe Measures by 


Other States; Arizona Governor Unmoved

PHOENIX (Ariz.) April 18.—Arizona will be “courting disaster”

traffic, Gov. Hunt declared in a message to President Coolidge tonight. 


The message was ‘n response to 
one from the President in which 
he suggested that some of the 
quarantine measures now imposed 
by States touching California “are 
altogether more severe than nec- 
essary” to fully safeguard them 
from the foot-and-mouth disease. 

The President's message follows: 

“The Federal Department of 
Agriculture is acting vigorously to 
control the foot-and-mouth  dis- 
ease and is rigidly quarant:ning 
infected areas and preventing 
movement of disease-carrying ani- 
mala and commodities. The de- 
partment has had experience with 
three previous outbreaks, the last 
one being more severe than at 
present, and its control measures 
are based on this experience. 

HELD ‘TOO SEVERE 

“In view of the toregoing, I feel 

that some quarantine measures 


now imposed by Ba touching 
California are eltogeth’r more se- | 


vere than necessary to fully safe- 
guard them from the disease. 
These quarantines {f continued will | 
result in wholly unnecessary hard- | 
ships and in loss of many millions | 
of dollars to growers of fruits 
and vegetables and other commodi- 
ties which do not carry the dis- 


ease.

Lawrence Aber, disabled war 
veteran, who confessed in Port- 
land (Or.) several days ago that 
he was the man who killed Earle 
Remington here in February of 
last year, will be turned over by 
northern officials to the Army au- 
thorities at Camp Lewis for ob- 
servation and treatment. Hig story, 
according to both the Portland 
and loca) police, cannot be true. 

Aber walked into the Portland 
police station and notified the po- 
lice there that he had laid in walt 
for Remington in the driveway of 
his home in this city and shot him 
down with a shotgun. He stated 


that he slew the man, whe later 
it developed was a Bootlegger, be- 
cause he was supplying the dis- 
abled veterans at Sawtelle with 
liquor and dope. 

In his detailed “confession” 
Aber stated that Mrs. Remington 
with a number of ex-service men 
and a group of motion-picture ac- 
tors were giving an entertainment 
the night of the killing. Local 
police state that Mrs. Remington 
was not away frum her home on 
the night of the murder and that 
Aber was asleep in the hospital 
when Remington was

The local police state that Aber 
was confined in the’ Sawtelle Hos- 
pital for observation and is be- 
lieved to be tnsane.

RISH DISILLUSIONMENT 

“Freedom in ireland is only the free 
dom -of servitude. The more freedom we 
get the less we are permitted to enjoy.” 
This wail of disillusionment from a crip 
pled veteran who served in the Sinn Feiu 
army during the revolt that won partial 
independence may be an exaggerated in- 
stance, but it is the expression of a senti- 
ment that seems to be growing in the Irish 
Free State. 

Ten years ago the Irish blamed all their 
troubles on the British army of occupation. 
‘Taxes were high and prices were low and 
it was the fault of British tyranny. Many 
lived in the hope of a better day when Ire 
land would be self-governing. 

Now they are learning that they placed 
their hopes too high. The British trodps 
have gone. Ireland has its own Parlia- 
ment—they call it the Chamber of Depu- 
tles;—it pays no more taxes to the Brit- 
ish government. But trade conditions are 
worse than they were before the war; and 
the taxes for the support of the Free State 
government alone are about double what 
they used to pay “for the support of the 
British Empire.” 

Many privileges which they enjoyed un- 
der the laws passed by the British Parila 
ment are not permitted under the laws of 
the Irish Parliament. There are limita- 
tions on the sale and consumption of liquor 
that were unknown in the bad old days; 
and the Free State government is not able 

pay the old-age pensions on the scale 

the British Parliament. 

In the last by-elections the De Valera 
party made considerable gains; and a re- 
cent mutiny in the Free State army showed 
that the civil government is helpless before 
the military forces. Premier Cosgrave— 
they call him President—has been forced 
to make many concessions to elements that 
are frankly and openly trying to overthrow 
the government; and neutral observers are 
swinging to the opinion that the present 
peace in the State is but a kind of 
armistice between revolts. 

According to the Belfast news, “The Free 
State executive is rapidly drifting into a 
position similar to that of the British gov- 
ernment in the closing days of the ‘war’ 
with the Sinn Fein. We wonder whether 
the result will be the same.” 

The MacDonald government was inclined 
to be favorable to the Free State. But it 
was shocked out of its complacency by the 
recent attack upon unarmed British sol- 
diers and their wives by a squad of Irish 
wearing Free State uniforms. The British 
soldiers were on shore leave and were 
walking in the evening with their wives, 
sweethearts and relatives. The assailants 
rode past in a Rolls-Royce and opened fire 
on them with a Lewis machine gun. Two 
were killed and twenty-five others, part of

The date of the convention is May 20 to 22, 
inclusive. 

It will signalize the greatest single con 
tribution ever made to the building indus- 
try. 

As early as 1756 an English contractor 
named John Smeaton discovered that an 
impure liméstone containing a certain 
amount of clayey matter possessed decided 
hydraulic properties when burned. It was 
not until 1824 that an English brick-layer 
named Joseph Aspdin was awarded a pat- 
ent for a material that he called Portland 
cement. 

Many interesting stories are told in con- 
nection with the effort to produce Portland 
cement in the United States. One man 
used a cook stove in which to burn rock 
while conducting bis experiments. Anoth- 
er used a piece of sewer pipe as a kiln and 
ground his materials in a coffee mill. Still 
another pressed a bent car axle into serv- 
ice as part of a grind machine. For a sum 
ber of years the reputation of foreign ce 
ment was so strong that it was difficult for 
American manufacturers to find a market. 
At the present time the United States Is 
producing more Portland cement than all 
the rest of the world combined.

Ex-Army Officer Here Says 
Modification of Policy May 
be Forced 


The rigid exclusion policy of 
Austrailia which alms to maintain 
a strictly white population on that 
continent may have te be modi. 
fied eventually in order to provide 
‘abor for sections not well sulted 
to Caucasians, tn the opinion of 
Col. W. A. Harrison, formerly an 
oMicer in the British Army, now 
retired and a resident of Sydney. 

ol. Harrison, who is here on «a 
pleasure trip, and is staying at 
the Alexandria, stated that while 
he was in full sympathy with the 
exclusion policy and hoped that it 
might prove successful, his long 
experience as an army officer 
the tropics had caueed him 
doubt if the present rule could be 
carried out In tte entirety. 

“Austrailia is a large country and 
most of tt Is as yet undeveloped.” 
he said. “This development wil! 


-require labor and it is doubtful if 


it can be accomplished under the 
present system of high wages. 
There is no prospect of a reduction 
in labor oosts so long as only white 
men are employed. The only «o- 
lution of the problem, in my opin- 
lon, is the importation of colored 
labor. 

“This ie particniarly true of the 
northern part of Austraila where 
tropical conditions prevail. 
aware that there is medical au- 
thority for the contention that 
white men can do as well in the 
tropics as the colored races, but 
| have seen it tried without suc- 
cess 60 many times in India and 
that | am «a bit skepti- 


“Of course, it would be out of 
the question to let down the bars 
entirely.

Whatever changes are made in the 
present policy Will apply only to 
the sections where it ie ultimately 
foun’ that white labor cannot be 
emrloyed.

P. H. B., Pomona, would like a 
recipe for salt rising bread. She 
has trouble with her corn meal 
and wants to know which is the 
best brand to use. 

Nearly all package corn meals 
are sterilized to keep them free 
from germs. The best corn meal 
to use in making salt rising bread 
ie that which is freshly ground by 
one of the emalier mille in the 
public markets. To make the salt 
rising bread add enough water to 
one cupful of milk to make it 
blood heat, about 90 deg. F. Do 
not have it too hot as the ferment 
will not rise. Add two tablespoon- 
fule of flour sifted with one table- 
spoonful of corn meal, one-quar- 
ter of a teas ful of salt and 
one-quarter of a teas nful of 
sugar; set in a warm place and let 
ferment until Nght, about six 
hours. Mix in enough sifted white 
flour to make a smooth dough. 
knead well, keep warm, mold into 
loaves, place in greased bread 
pase. set in a warm place until 
ight and bake in a moderate 
oven.

WIFE REVEALS KITTLE PLAN 


Tells How Bandit Suspect Was Armed in Move to 


Slay Officers 


at His Home 


Twenty-four hours before he 


home, 618 South Milton avenue, yesterday, and ended 
capsule of cyanide, Hubert Kittle, former police investigator and aviator, 
planned to go out fighting—to exact of the law the price of his life. 


This was made known late yes- 
terday by Mra. Kittle after search 
Kittle home by police had 


poison, a half-pint of naitro-gly- 
cerine, two freshly olled and 
300 rounds of ammunition. 

The intention was abandoned 
Thursday afternoon after the ag- 
onized wife, cognizant of his plans 
and certain that tragedy of one 
type or another hovered over her 
home, through a desperate appeal 
to the half-crazed man exacted his 
promise “not to hurt anyone.” 


Kittle kept that promise, and he 
kept another promise made to his 
wife: he died with sealed lips. 

“It's better that he’s gone,” the 
slim, dark-eyed widow, bearing 
evident traces of the tor’ure she 
has been through since her hus- 
band’s arrest, March 6, last. de- 
clared calmly. “Something terri- 
ble had to happen and he chose 
the only open to him, 
according to code, after he had 
given me his promise not to die 
fighting. 

“I have known tor weeks, ever 
since his arrest, that Hubert in- 
tended to die rather than g0 to 
prison. In a way it ts a relief. 
Some time ago I discovered that 
he intended to die fighting and my 
life since that time has been «4 
continual torture. With him day 
after day in I have 
known 
Time and again I 
with him to face the thing. abdan- 
don his intention of fighting to the 
death or of taking his own life. 

“Thursday afternoon he promised 
me he would not fight back and, 
despite the terrible mental condi- 
tion that he was in at the tims, 
I have felt better ever since '* 
felt certain that he would keep 
hie promise. 

“NOT RESPONSIBLE” 

“Tt is impossible to imagine what 
I have been through. He has not 
been himself for months, even be- 
A broken jaw 
mend and re- 
quired the frequent use of opiates, 
dragged him down both physically 
and mentally until he was in «4 
deplorable condition. He was men- 
tally not sesponsibie.” 

As Mre. Kittle talked calmly of 
the ordeal she has been through, 
a robust boy. their eldest son, clad 
in an aviator uniform from chapeau 
to leather puttees, came to his 

other's side and Mra Kittle’s 
finger flew to her lips. 

“They don't know yet.” she ex- 
plained when the boy had romped 
through the front door of the at- 
tracuve home. “That's the worst 
of it—maeking them under-

PRIDE IN His SILENCE 

That Kittle died without reveal- 
ing to police complete details of 
the crime ring accused of the rob- 
bery) of the First National Bank of 
Arcadia in April, 1922, is regarded 
by his widow with pride—as an 
evidence of his loyalty and man- 
h 


ood. 
It ie the belief of Mra. Kittle 
that immediately after he had 
made his promise to abandon the 
intertion of fighting to the last, 
Kittle began planning the taking 
of his life at an early dats. The 
knowledae that his bondsemen in- 
tended surrendering him histéned 
the last desperate act of a check- 
ered career. 

For the past week the half- 
crazed man the home infre- 
quentity. Most of the time be was 
with hie wife, brooding ellently or 
listening to her pleas to face trial 
and give up his deeperate inten- 
tions. Tie drank heavily. the wife 
aswerta. in an effort to get away 
from hie thoughts, and the admin- 
istration of opiates to stil) che pain 
in the jaw were frequent. Toward 
the end his mental condi*ion was 
Aeriorable.

WIDOW LOSES WEIGHT 

In the past aix weeks Mra Kit- 
tle has decreased in weight from 
147 pounds to 120 pounds under 
the load of worry brought about by 
her husband's arrest. Because she 
has expected it for so many weeks, 
the shock of ittle’s dath is min- 
imized. 

Mre. Kittle is more thankfal 
that Hrbert Kittle passed on with- 
out taking other humans with him 
ae she is dep by his suil- 
cide.
